Association at York. 


W. T. Creasy, president of the State

Winds up its Affairs in Office of 
Governor Tener. Used No Part of 
Special Appropriation. 


Pennsylvania's commission in charge 


of arrangements for the semi-centen- 
nial of the battle of Gettysburg closed 
its business at a meeting in Governor 
Tener's oflice on Tuesday with a bal- 
ance of $3168 on hand and the $35,- 
000 emergency appropriation made in 
the last hours of 'che legislature of 
1913 untouched. 


It was not necessary to draw upon 


the latter item which was provided 
when it was found that the number of 
veterans at 'the reunion would exceed 
expectations and the State did its 
share toward transporting and enter- 
taining about 58,000 persons. 


General Leonard Wood, chief of 


staff of the United States Army, in 
his annual report 'to the Secretary of 
War, refers to the great camp of the 
veterans of the Civil War at Gettys- 
burg last July and compliments the 
officers in charge upon the creditable 
sanitary conditions, the quality of the 
food and the absence of sickness and 
disability among so many old men. 


Major J. E. Normoyle, who had 


charge of the laying out of the Get- 
tysburg camp, is also praised for his

and Mount Royal, high commissioner 
for Canada, died here. 
• 


The statesman 
was ninety-three 


years old. He had been suffering with 
rostratlon for a week following an at- 
tack of catarrh. 


It is one of Canada's richest men 


who is dead. 
Lord Strathcona and 


Mount Royal, in his journey from pov- 
erty to the peerage of .the proudest 
empire on earth, p'rovided a history 
which is stranger than fiction and 
more alluring than romance. 


For years he has stood out as the 


eldest of the "elder statesmen" of the 
empire; as one of the greatest of the 
great thinkers and ment of action who 
stood above and beyond the game of 
party politics whenever, the progress 
of the empire was under considera- 
tion. 


Ninety-three years young, he owed 


his marvelous vitality to the severe 
training he underwent, both in his 
native land and in his adopted coun- 
try. As lord High commissioner of Can- 
ada, it was only on rare occasions 
that lie has failed to appear at his 
offices and transact whatever business 
was at hand. As the most potent sin 
gle factor in the construction of the 
great railroad which connects the Ca- 
nadian Atlantic and Pacific shores, his 
enthusiasm,, his force and the power 
of his own convictions in the future 
of the 
country, through which the 


band of steel was to pass, bore down 
all opposition. 


Patriotism was instinctive with him. 


During the Boer war he provided out 
of his own means, at a cost of nearly 
$1,000,000, for the enrollment, equip- 
ment and organization of 500 picked 
horsemen from the Canadian north- 
west, who manifested their courage 
and ability on many a South African

Judge Walling then imposed a sen- 


tence that is practically a life one for 
the aged man, solitary confinement of 
not less than seven or more than four- 
teen years in the eastern penitentiary. 


The crime for which the aged man 


was sentenced was a strange one. He 
loved his wife, had loved her for the 
ttoirty-flve odd years they had lived to- 
gether. Neighbors testified to this, as
